Comments submitted by the Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation (OHMVR) Division 
to individual grant applicants should in no way be construed as a guarantee of 
successful results for the applicant within the competitive grants process or a 
commitment of funding. Additionally, the lack of comments by the OHMVR Division to 
any specific applicant does not ensure successful results for the applicant within the 
competitive grant process or a commitment of funding. 
 
All final applications will be reviewed by the OHMVR Division. The OHMVR Division 
may, at its sole discretion, decrease the requested amount and eliminate activities 
pursuant with regulation Section 4970.07.2 (f)(1-5) and for law enforcement projects, 
regulation Section 4970.15.3(b)(1-5). 
 
Failure by Applicant to respond to any OHMVR Division comment of their preliminary 
application shall be cause for eliminating that item from the Applicant’s application. 
 
If multiple proposed projects are requesting funding for the same deliverable, and 
multiple projects are successful, only one project will receive funding for the deliverable. 
 
For proposed projects requesting grant funding for snow and/or winter activities. 
Applicants must ensure the activities and/or equipment requested are not and/or cannot 
be funded by the OHMVR Division Winter Program (commonly referred to as the Snow 
Grooming Program).   
 
For proposed projects requesting grant funding for the maintenance of roads and/or 
trails, note that only roads and/or trails that allow “green sticker” off-highway vehicles are 
allowed to receive grant funding.  Additionally, Applicants may not charge a use fee for 
vehicles and/or Equipment purchased with OHV Trust Funds, except for fuel and minor 
maintenance cost.  
 
Applicants are reminded that no grant funds and/or match can be expended or project 
activities conducted in any land owned or managed by the California Department of 
Parks and Recreation.

Project Cost Estimate 
 

 Contracts – “Electricity”. Applicant must provide details clarifying why the rate 
has significantly increased from last year’s Ground Operations Project.   

 Contracts – “Pest Control”, is only eligible as an Indirect Cost and must be 
moved to the Indirect Costs Category. 

 Materials/Supplies – “Water Supply Parts”. Applicant was funded in prior year’s 
Ground Operations Grant to install 5 drinking fountains. Applicant must provide 
an explanation. 

 Equipment Use – “Cutting blades, grease, tires, miscellaneous”. Applicant must 
provide additional details to clarify why the cost has significantly increased from 
last year. 

 Equipment Use – “Vehicle Maintenance”. Smog certification is only eligible as an 
Indirect Cost and must be moved to the Indirect Costs Category. 

 Equipment Purchases – “Pick-up Truck”.  Applicant must justify why an additional 
truck is necessary as a truck was funded in last year’s Ground Operations 
Project. 

 Indirect Costs – Costs exceed the 15% maximum limit. Applicant must adjust 
costs accordingly.

 #3 – Project Description does not support “Maintaining multi use…” 

 #7 – Project Description only supports the “Paper used for trail maps…” are 
made with recycled materials.

Applicant must clarify how park aids are performing OHV 
patrol activities. 
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 Materials & Supplies – “5. Safety Equipment”. Applicant must clarify how radios  
relate to OHV specifically, and are not a general patrol expense required for 
everyday operation. 

 Equipment Use – “3. Equipment Rental”. Applicant must identify type of 
vehicle(s) being supported by this expense.
